THE LAW AND LIBERTY ISSUE. 


| Commending the statement of the striking railway 
‘shopmen at Sedalia that they would do everything 
within their power to uphold the law and prevent 
violence or destruction of property and would stand 
behind public officials at their call, Gov. Hyde asks 
the shopmen this pertinent and searching question: 
Will your organization co-operate and protect 
other men in the employment of their right to 
work? 

As a basis for this question the Governor states two 
sound principles of American law and liberty. 

One is that every man has a right, singly or collec- 
tively, to quit work and should be protected in that 
right. 

The other is that every man has a right, singly or 
collectively, to work for whomsoever he pleases, upon 
terms satisfactory to him, and should be protected in 
that right. 

These. Gov. Hyde declares, are the rights of all 
men under our laws, which guarantee equality of 
rights for each and every citizen. 

The State cannot shift the responsibility for the 
protection of every man in the exercise of these rights. 
It is the duty of the State to enforce the laws and 
to protect the rights of citizens under the laws. Laws 
and rights cannot be waived in the interest of any 
man or group of men and the State cannot intrust the 
enforcement of laws and rights to any group of men 
not officially charged with this duty. 

The correspondence of Gov. Hyde and the Sedalia 
shopmen touches the biggest and most important is- 
sue in America today. This issue in plain terms is 
whether law and liberty shall prevail or shall be set 
aside at the will of any group or class of citizens; 
whether law shall dominate or a minority shall dom- 
inate and overthrow law and destroy the nights and 
liberties of others. 

This is the issue raised at Herrin, I1l., where a group 
of strikers controlled the local officials and murdered 
with impunity men who were exercising their right 
to work upon their own terms. 

If this rule prevails America will no longer have a 
government of laws, but a government of men over- 
throwing law and right and liberty whenever it suits 
their interests to do so. Instead of a government of 
law we shal] have a dictatorship of a class or» group 
—in short, anarchy. 

In this State Gov. Hyde is responsible for the en- 
forcement of law and the protection of rights under 
the law. He cannot shift or evade the responsibility. 
None except the lawless will object to the exercise of 
the State’s power to enforce law and protect rights. 
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THE STUPIDITY OF AVARICE. 

It is understandable how every producer of any- 
thing to sell in America might regard it as serving 
his avarice to bar out of the country every penny’s 
worth of goods that might compete with his own 
product. It is quite incomprehensible, though, that 
the combined producers of the country can be so 
short-sighted as, with eyes open and warnings ring- 
ing in their ears, to cut off practically every foreign 
market upon which the American producer is de- 
_ pending to take care of his surplus production. This 
is the amazing phase of the tariff drive in Congress 

The trade equation is simple. While foreign na- 
tions are practically without gold their only means 
_of buying from us is either by selling us their own 
_goods or by arranging a credit with someone who has 
sold something to Americans and has been paid in our 
gold. Denéed that opportunity by a prohibitive tariff 
wall our former foreign customers can only do with- 
out or buy their imports from each other or from any 
cther source than the United States. Thus the last 
10 to 20 per cent of our normal production would be 
deprived of a market and permanent unemplorment 
among American workers would be proportionate. 

“The excessively high rate of duties now proposed.” 
says Senator Simmons, regarded as the most experi- 
enced tariff authority in the Senate, “is insanity pure 
and simple, the insanity of overmastering selfish- 
ness and greed; it is shortsightedness which can only 
be accounted for by the blinding influence of avarice.” 
Avarice is usually shortsighted. The habit of in- 
terests seeking tariff favors of Congress is ag- 
gravated in this case by the competition to be first 
at the trough. 

On the part of the controlling party of Congress 
the tariff project has been largely a matter of simple 
inability to keep abreast of the special conditions of 
the day and adjust foreign trade measures to them. 
The more active minds of the majority party in the 
Senate are beginning to recognize the pure stupidity 
of a prohibitive tariff wall at this time. It remains

In the year 1801, Touis- 
saint was asked to visit Leclerc and 
discuss terms of peace. He received 
the solemn promise that he would 
not be molested. He trusted his white 
adversaries, was put on board a ship 
and shortly afterwards died in a 
French prison. But the negroes 
gained tkeir independence all the 
same and founded a republic. Inci- 
dentally they were of great help to 
the first great South American pa- 
triot in his efforts to deliver his na- 
tive country from the Spanish yoke. 

Simon Bolivar, a native of Caracas 
in Venezuela, born in the year 1783, 
had been educated in Spain, had vis- 
ited Paris where he had seen the rev-. 
olutionary government at work, had 
lived for a while in the United States 
and had returned to his native land 
where the widespread discontent

against Spain, the mother country, 
was beginning to take aie definite 
In the year 1811, Venezuela 
declared its independence*and Boli- 
lvar became one of the revoltitionary 
Generals. Within two months the 
rebels were defeated and _ Bolivar 
fled. 

For the next five years he was the 
leader of an apparently lost cause. 
He sacrificed all his wealth and he 
would not have been able to begin 
/his final. and successful expedition 
without the support of the President 
of Haiti. Thereafter the revolt spread | 
all over South America and soon it 
appeared that Spain was not able to 
suppress the rebellion unaided. She 
asked for the support of the Holy 
Alliance. 

This step greatly worried England. 
The British shippers had succeeded 
the Dutch as the common Carriers of | 
the world and they expected to reap 
heavy profits from a declaration of 
independence on the part of all 
South America. They had hopes that

to our peace and safety,” and gave 
warning that “the American Govern- | 
ment would consider such action on. 
the part of the Holy Alliance as a 
manifestation of an unfriendly dis- | 
position foward the United States.”’

“Monroe Doctrine” was printed in. 
the English newspapers and the 
members of the Holy Alliance were.

of goed patriots who had been dis- 
gusted by the reaction of Alexander’s 
last years and had tried to give Rus- 
sia a constitutional form of govern- 
ment. 

But worse was to follow. Metter- 
nich had tried to assure himself of 
the continued support of the Euro- 
a series of confer- 
ences at Aix-la-Chapelle at Trop- 
pau at Laibach and finally at Vero- 
na.
